The Burley Tobacco Growers’ Com- 
pany proposes to issue $1,500,000 worth 
of stock, half common and half pre- 
ferred, to secure capital to control the 
white Burley tobacco . crop. The 
delegates from the white Burley 
counties met in Lexington Tuesday 
afternoon to consider the plans of 
the company’s committee. Several 
changes were made. 

Charged With Betrayal. 

Edward Hinds, a young insurance 
man Of Mt. Sterling, was arrested 
Tuesday on a warrant from Clark 
county, the warrant oharging him 
with the betrayal of Miss Bessie Bran- 
denburg, ah attractive young girl, 
who claims Hinds promised to marry 
her.

The opinion 
is concurred in by the other Commis- 
sioner^' and holds* that the rate on 
grass seed and hemp from Paris should 
be no more than the rate from Lex- 
ington and . Winchester^ It further 
states that the rates from these points 
are just and reasonable, in view of the 
fact that the rate has been in effect 
for quitfe R while, and was voluntarily 
made by the railroad companies en- 
gaged in 'traffic. 

The Commission ordered the peti- 
tion filed with the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, width directions as

indicated. 

This is quite a victory for the Paris 
dealers in these commodities. The 
opinion is a lengthy one. We clip 
the following from it: 

“The rate for the transportation of 
hemp from Winchester and Lexing- 
ton to New York is 30 cents per hun- 
dred, car load Jots, 20,000 pounds 
minimum weight, and the rate on 
grass seed from and to the same 
points in car load lots, 30,000 pounds 
minimum weight, is also 30 cents per 
hundred, while the rate on the same 
commodities from Paris, Kentucky, 
to the same point is 34 cents per hun- 
dred pounds. In each instance there 
is a differential of four cents per hun- 
dred pounds in favor of Lexington and 
Winchester, as against Paris in the 
transportation of both hemp and grass 
seed.”
